However，Lew said，"Given 
the project design，as we had 
created it，it was a difficult 
project financially. With 
alterations，it could economi- 
cally be more difficult. 

Feinstein， when asked if 
the city is prepared to com- 
mit more funding，in addi- 
tion to _ what has already 
been -committed,，toward- the

TIENANTS 


AS a result of the massive 
protests of the eviction of 
the elderly Chinese and Fili- 
pino tenants of the 164-room 
reSsidential hotel and the 
Subsequent demolition of the 
building in 1979，the mayor 
agreed at that time to com- 
mit $1.5 million of city funds 
to Subsidize the construction 
of low cost housing for :the 
former hotel tenants. 

-The estimated cost for the 
housing today is $5 million， 
according to the draft envi- 
ronmental Impact report Sub- 
mitted to the planning 
department by Four Seas last 
March. 

Under 3 agreement 
between the city and Four 
Seas，$3.5 million would have 
been funded by tax exempt 
bonds. Rents from the hous- 
ing _ units would have been

used to pay the interest on 
the bonds and Four Seas 
would pay the remainder. 

A few weeks ago0， Four 
Secas Submitted a report to 
the I-Hotel committee_ detail- 
ing 3a revised cost estimate of 
the project. According to 
that report，Four Seas would 
have been required to subsid- 
jize 89 cents per Square foot 
of office space in 1984 to 
Support the low income hous- 
ing units. Despite the recent 
drop in interest rates，the 
costs Of construction have 
increased in the past two 
years. At today's prices， 
according to the report，Four 
Seas would be required to 
pay $2.2$ per Square foot of 
office space to Support the 
housing units.

tel Committee ”Said -yesterday 
that it would actually cost $6 
million to build the housing 
project， with $1.5 million 
from the city development 
grant and $4.53 million from 
tax exempt bonds and the 
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Talwan Pleads Immunity 
In Liu Murder Case 


SAN _ FRANCISCO - In 
papers filed last week at the 
federal district court in San 
Erancisco，the Taiwan govern- 
ment argued that the murder 
of Chinese American journal- 
ist _ Henry Liu in _ California 
by 1its agents "Should not be 
automatically imputed" to the 
Taiwan government under the 
Forelgn Sovereign Immunity 
Act (FSIA) because these 
agents did not act within the 
scope of their office. 

These legal papers were 
filed in connection with a 
3$245 mlillion lawsuit against 
the Iaiwan government by 
the widow of Liu. 


TIERRORIST ACT 


In her Sulit，the widow 
charged that the murder of 
her husband in her Daly City 
home on Oct.， 15，1984 was a 
“terrForist act2 araRGe 过 
deliberately by Taiwan 8ov- 
ernment officials "acting 
within the scope of their 
office and employment." 

It named the Taliwan gov- 
ernment，three top offlicials 
of Taiwan's _ military intelli- 
gence agency (Vice Adm. 
Wang Hsi-ling，Maj-Gen，HUu 


Yi-min and Col， Chen Hu- 
men)， and three reputed 
crime  Syndicate _ members 
(Chen Chi-li，Wu Tun and 
Tung Kuei-sen). .All have 


been convicted .by Taiwan 
courts for their roles in the 
murder of Liu. 


ACTS OF STATE 


In earlier papers， the 
Talwan government urged the 
federal court :to dismiss the 
Suit Solely on the Act of 
State grounds because it 
could not adjudicate "a politi- 
cally Sensitive dispute which 
would require the court to 
Judge the legality of the 
SOvereign act of a foreign 
state.” It also _ charged that 
the widow was attempting to 
involve the .federal court in 
an inquiry into "Secnsitive 
internal affairs" of the 
Taliwan government. 


IMMUNITY 
Last month，the federal 
Court asked the parties to 
address two additional isstes: 
whether the Taiwan govern- 
ment is immune from Suit 
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If there is a crucial moment for all parties to work together 
toward putting a meaningful project on the former site of the 
International Hotel in the Chinatown/Manilatown area it has 
to be right now. 

The projcct is the Pan Magna Plaza，a housing and commer- 
cial development.， It is basically a private development project 
with some public financial support and unprecedecnted commtu- 
nity input from its very inception. 

The developer，EFour Seas Investment Corporation，which 
Owns the- land，has submitted a _ draft environmental impact 
Teport to the Planning Commission and a review of the report 
js now underway. 

Even though the_ public hecarings on the draft Teport drew 
Vocal objections from environmentalists from areas Surrounding 
Chinatown/Manilatown，the project enjoys Strong Support from 
|virtually all segments of the community and in our opinion. 
will continue to receive such support as long as the basic 
elements in the Pan Magna project remains intact and ths 
developer continues to work cooperatively with the I-Hotel 
Citizens Advisory Committee. 

We are therefore shocked to learn that following the May 1 
hearings at the Planning Commission， the developer has 
abruptly decided to drop the _ proposed project and to return to 
the drawing board for a new proposal Understandably the 
developer has become discouraged by the political and legal 
4ncertalinties installed. But we consider the _ decision to be 
hasty and ill-advised. 

Aside from the merit of the project itself，there is a Strong 
concensus within the community for the project， It is the 
kind of consensus necessary to bring the project to its final 
realization. 

We arce pleased to note that the Hotel Committee，Mayor 


Dianne Feinstein and the developer have been mceting. We 
hope these meetings will put the _ project back ” on track 
again. 

The former I-Hotel site has been vacant since 1979. The 


Citizens committee has been Searching for a project Since then. 
The mayor，who has been playing a positive role in _ the 
Search，wil be leaving her office next year. Not to be 
forgotten are the former tenants of the hotel who have been 
waiting all these years for their replacement housing.

Foley attributes the "Slow- 
nesS" to a number of factors 
-- the April 4 Bayview- 
Hunter Point firecracker 
factory explosion，an April 
selizure of 45$,000 tons of 
firecrackers in Hollister，the 
recent arrest of a Chinatown 
distributor and an increase in 
cltizen tip-offs to police. 


APRIL EXPLOSION 


Three youths face federal 
charges in connection with 
the April explosion at the 
industrial part complex which 
killed eight and injured over 
21. Steven R，Leong，Laur- 
.een Loulie Quan and Wayne 
Louie Quan are charged with 
conspiring with Thomas 
Cuyos to manufacture unlaw- 
ful explosives and manufac- 
ture explosives _ without a 
license.， The trio faces a 
maximum of 15$ years in 
prison and  a possible 
$500,000 fine，if convicted. 

Another large Shipment of 
pyrotechnics was also taken 
off the street when 156 boxes 
of M-80's were confiscated 
June 19， during a police 
arrest of two firecracker 
distributors in Chinatown. 

Police booked Conrad Wong 
Yee，5$2，and Frank Leong， 
57，at 3536 Ross Alley， charg- 
ing them with possession of 
fireworks for sale. The two 
were delivering 13 cases of 
M-80 barrel bombs to the 
Ross Alley location in a tan 
GMC van，when they were 
arrested. A Subsequent 
Search of 
Redwood City storage 1locker 
Uncovered crates of fireworks 
along with a firework assem- 
bly operation in Yee's garage. 
The two men are currently 
out on bail、The case has 
been continued until July 29 
and attorneys for the two 
men arc hopeful the charges 
will be dropped. 

"We're looking into the 
possibility that the two cases 
may be connected," said Ser- 
gcant Dan Foley，an inspector 
with San Francisco Police 
Department's Gang Task 
Force，regarding the Bayview 
explosion and the recent 
firecracker arrests。 "But we 
Iay never know." 

Police efforts to discourage 
firecracker sales over the 
past few years may have had 
a Spin-off effect on fireworks, 
related gang activity.， The 
Wah Ching gang"s extortion

of kids selling crackers on 
the Street hasn?"t been seen 
Since 1984，said Foley. 

"We doubt there are any 
facilities in Chinatown where 
they are making firecrackers," 
salid Foley. He added that 
police have not 
any other Sizeable firecracker 
factories Since _ the Bayview 
explosion. 


"It takes a lot of work to 
make firecrackers，Unless you 
have a machine,"” said FEoley. 
The Bayview factory oper- 
ation used a set of sophisti- 
cated machinery to mass 
manufacture the firecrackers. 

"了 工 think the Bayview thing 
made people_ stop and think 


about the danger of fire- 
cracker manufacture,” said 
Foley.  "A single spark; too 


much presSsure，or just the 
fine powder in the air could 
ignite and cause an explo- 
Sion." 

Storing pyrotechnics is also 
hazardous，said Foley，point- 
ing out that even a_ basement 
doesn't guarantee safety. He 
explained that the_ fine gun- 
powder is capable of escaping 
through the packaging and， 
once in the air，may be 
ignited by sparks from 3a 
water heater. 

Apart from the drama 
created by the Bayview 
explosion，the incident height- 
ened public awareness of the 
hazards posed by hidden 
operations. The publicity has 
Taised awareness among the 
Asian community，says Foley， 
who has noted an increase in 
citizen tipsS， 


ELDERLY TIRED 


"The _ elderly are tired of 
the kids _ taking over the 
projects. Kids run their 
fireworks and do what they 
want,”said Foley，comment- 
ing on the increase in infor- 
mation about fireworks com-| 
ing from the Chinese commu- 
nity. Recent tips have led 
police to confiscate illegal 
caches of firecrackers from 
Several local storage facilities， 
he added. | 

The Bayview incident also| 
increased concern over illegal 
fireworks in other parts of 
the Bay Area. Not 1long， 
after the Bayview explosion， 
a call from an- alert citizen 
led South Bay police to inter- 
cept a huge Shipment of fire- 
works in Hollister. Ihe 
Hollister seizure of a 40-foot 
trailer of fireworks，which 
netted nearly 45,000 pounds 
or ,1500 cases of illegal goods， 
was the largest of its kind to 
date.

Sive devices，although shipped 
from Oklahoma，were manu- 
factured in the Far East -- a 
common method used by fire- 
work importer of shipping 
Asian manufactured goods 
through states where fire- 
works are legal -- Oklahoma，

CHARGES DROPPED

McCarthy claimed that 
Eritzl paid T & W more than 
enough to adequately compen- 
Seamstresses and to 
pay the contractor's Overhead 
costs and allow it to make a 
Substantial profit.

McCarthy claimed that the 
Chinese Seamstresses them- 
Selves Stood to lose the most 
if the public interest 1aw 
firms Succeed in winning 
against California garment 
manufacturers.
